REMARKS 



Claims 15-39 were pending at the time of the outstanding Office Action. Applicant 
hereby cancels claims 15-39 without prejudice and submits new claims 40 and 41. These are 
the only claims now pending in the application. 

Claims 15-39 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. patent no. 5,987,2 10 or U.S. patent 
no. 5,999,688 in view of one or more additional prior art references. Applicant states that the 
'210 patent, the '688 patent and the subject application are all commonly owned. If the new 
claims now pending in the application are found to be subject to rejection under the doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting, Applicant will submit an appropriate terminal disclaimer to 
obviate such rejection. 

New claims 40 and 41 have been carefully drafted to more clearly define the claimed 
invention over the prior art references cited by the Examiner in rejecting claims 15-39 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a). Specifically, none of the cited prior art references teach or suggest detecting 
events that consist of flat frames, silent frames and cuts and then analyzing the temporal spacing 
of such events to classify segments of a video program between the events as belonging to one 
of a first and second category. Moreover, the cited prior art references do not teach or suggest 
cueing a recorded video program to an event located at a beginning of a next segment that has 
been classified, based on such analysis of the temporal spacing of events, as belonging to the 
second category. 
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Applicant submits that new claims 40 and 41 patentably distinguish over the cited prior 
art and respectfully requests that a Notice of Allowance be issued at the earliest possible date.
